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Slave Lake bums, 
thousands flee 

O Mandatory evacuation proceeding ‘as smoothly as it can go’: 
Mountie O Equipment, roughly 200 firefighters from B.C., Ontario 
expected to arrive by tomorrow to help Alberta with its fires 


Thousands of people were fleeing 
their homes yesterday evening as 
strong winds fanned an out-of- 
control wildfire into a northern 
Alberta town where hundreds of 
buildings were destroyed. 

The Town of Slave Lake advised 
the community of about 7,000 
people to protect themselves from 
the wildfire by heading for park¬ 
ing lots, beaches or large, green 
open spaces. 

A general evacuation was 
underway. 

“The town is on fire. Appar¬ 
ently there have been a lot of 
homes that have burned down,” 
said RCMP spokeswoman Doris 
Stapleton. 

“There’s been no loss of life. 
There’s been no injuries we’re 
aware of,” she added. 

Authorities warned residents 
against fleeing on the highways 
since they were closed. 

Stapleton said the RCMP have 
called in all available resources to 
assist in getting people out. 


Spill cleanup halted 


► A wildfire near Peace River 

forced cleanup operations 
at the site of a huge oil 
pipeline spill last month 
to be suspended. 

► Plains Midstream Canada, 

the pipeline operator, 
said the decision to remove 
its staff was made after 
county officials issued 
an evacuation order 
yesterday morning. 

Staff Sgt. Mike Proctor of Slave 
Lake RCMP said later “probably 
30 per cent of the structures” had 
been destroyed by the fire. 

He said when the Are hit the 
town, it was nine square kilome¬ 
tres in size. 

Although Proctor said two 
roads leading out of Slave Lake 
were closed, residents can get out 
through the road leading to 


Athabasca. 

Local radio station 92.7 Lake 
FM reported on its website that 
its studio in Slave Lake, as well as 
the city hall and hundreds of 
buildings, had been lost to the 
flames. 

Duncan MacDonnell, a 
spokesperson for Alberta Sus¬ 
tainable Resource Development, 
said firefighting aircraft cannot 
fly over Slave Lake because there 
are wind gusts of up to 100 km/h 
and the smoke is too thick. 

“The weather conditions there 
are freakish — the perfect condi¬ 
tions for a firestorm,” MacDon¬ 
nell said. 

Getting out of town yesterday 
evening wasn’t easy, according to 
one Slave Lake resident, who said 
the lineup of vehicles was long. 

“It’s crazy,” said Scott, who did¬ 
n’t want his last name used. 
“We’ve seen a whole lot of vehi¬ 
cles go to the west and then get 
redirected back to the east.”

O Protesters storm Israeli borders 
in deadly clashes O Israel points 
finger at Syria as orchestrator 


Mobilized by calls on Face- 
book, thousands of Arab 
protesters marched on Is¬ 
rael’s borders with Syria., 
Lebanon and Gaza yester¬ 
day in an unprecedented 
wave of demonstrations, 
sparking clashes that left at 
least 15 people dead in an 
annual Palestinian mourn¬ 
ing ritual marking the an- 
niversaiy of Israel’s birth. 

In a surprising turn of 
events, hundreds of Pales¬ 
tinians and supporters 
poured across the S 5 nian 
frontier and staged riots, 
drawing Israeli accusations 
that Damascus, and its ally 
Iran, orchestrated the un¬ 
rest to shift attention from 
an uprising back home. It 


was a rare incursion from 
the usually tightly con¬ 
trolled S 5 nian side and 
could upset the delicate 
balance between the two 
longtime foes. 

Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, who 
heads to Washington at the 
end of the week, said he or¬ 
dered the military to act 
with “maximum restraint” 
but vowed a tough re¬ 
sponse to farther provoca¬ 
tions. 

“Nobody should be mis¬ 
taken. We are determined 
to defend our borders and 
sovereignty,” he declared in 
a brief address broadcast 
live on Israeli TV stations.

leader, who was killed May 
2 in a raid by U.S. navy

tabad until after it was com¬ 
pleted, sa 5 dng its 
sovereignty was violated. 


“We want to be hopeful 
and optimistic that we can 
work our way through 
this,” he said. 

But he made clear that 
patience was running thin 
in Washington after it was 
discovered that the terror 
leader had been living for 
years in a compound in a 
militaiy garrison town that 
includes Pakistan’s equiva¬ 
lent of West Point.

Lowered expectations 

O High oil prices force economists to revise predictions for U.S. growth 


Economists are scaling 
back their expectations for 
U.S. economic growth this 
year. 

A survey by the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Association for Busi¬ 
ness Economics predicts 
gross domestic product will 
grow 2.8 per cent this year, 
down from its Februaiy pre¬ 
diction that it would grow 
3.3 per cent. The outlook 
for consumer spending and 
the housing market also 
weakened, in part because 
oil prices are expected to re¬ 
main above $100 US a bar¬ 
rel through 2012. 


A panel of 41 economists 
also said they “remain high¬ 
ly concerned” about the 
federal deficit, and said 
growth in the first three 
months of the year had 
been weaker than expect¬ 
ed. 

The predictions reflect 
the jitters of the American 
public, who are still recov¬ 
ering from the recession 
and are now getting 
squeezed by rising prices 
for gas, groceries and other 
household items. Retailers 
are pa54ng more for fuel, 
cotton, wood pulp and oth- 


Arrest of IMF chief won’t 
stop eurozone meetings 


The arrest of Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, managing di¬ 
rector of the International 
Monetary Fund, compli¬ 
cates a key European meet¬ 
ing on whether to give 
Greece billions more in aid, 
but experts said one man’s 
troubles won’t keep the 17 
eurozone nations from try¬ 
ing to contain a debt crisis 
that threatens them all. 

The financial leaders are 
to discuss Greece’s econo¬ 
my today in Brussels where 
experts will brief them on 
the situation in Athens. Key 
questions include what con¬ 
ditions to put on more help 
to the debt-strapped nation, 
with European leaders un¬ 
happy at what they see as 
limited Greek efforts to 
raise money by selling gov¬ 
ernment property.

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No more oil until war 
over: Libyan producer 

Libya’s largest petroleum company will not 
produce oil until the war ends, and that 
probably holds good for producers across 
the country, a spokesman said yesterday. 

Abdeljalil Mohamed Ma 3 mf, informa¬ 
tion director of Arab Gulf Oil Co. — re¬ 
sponsible for more than one-quarter of 
Libya’s former production of 1.6 million 
barrels a day — said the company feared 
farther attacks by ruler Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s forces. 

The decision came after rocket attacks 
on April 4 badly damaged a pumping sta¬ 
tion and production facilities at southeast 
Messla. A pumping station on the pipeline 
to Tobruk port also came under attack. 

“We cannot put an army around each 
field,” Ma 5 mf said, adding that resuming 
production “depends on this militaiy oper¬ 
ation and when Gadhafi leaves.” 

Libya’s three-month revolt against Gad¬ 
hafi has caused oil prices to soar.

Macau gambles on diversifying economy 


The Galaxy Macau, a multi- 
billion-dollar casino resort 
complex, opened yester¬ 
day as Macau seeks to 
draw a broader mix of visi¬ 
tors than the high-rolling 
mainland Chinese who 
have helped the city be¬ 
come the world’s most lu¬ 
crative gambling market. 

The launch of Macau’s 
34th casino comes as the 
city seeks to diversify its 
economy away from gam¬ 
bling after years of soaring 
growth that helped it over¬ 
take Las Vegas as the 
world’s top casino market. 

Macau’s economy has 


boomed since a four-decade 
casino monopoly was bro¬ 
ken in 2002, opening the 
way for U.S. and Australian 
operators to enter the mar¬ 
ket with local partners. 
Monthly casino revenues so 
far in 2011 have grown by 
at least 33 per cent, after 
surging by more than half 
last year to $23.5 billion. 

The former Portuguese 
colony, once considered 
seedy and corrupt, now 
aims to develop cultural at¬ 
tractions that can draw 
more middle-class families 
who will stay longer.

Our city has gone to a $3 0-million 
deficit from a surplus of $42 million. It 
would be nice to blame it on the record 
snowfalls this winter, but that would be 
too easy. It would also be incorrect. City-created 
boondoggle after boondoggle helped contribute to the 
deficit. 

The high-priced help could not figure out how to 
make the city’s traffic-light cameras work properly, and 
the city lost $3 million in revenue in the first quarter of 
the year. Apparently, the city wants you to “speed on 
green” because it factors 
those revenues into its 
budget process. What 
would happen if all drivers 
started to obey the law? I 
guess that would mean 
higher taxes. I didn’t think 
I had a financial interest in 
making sure those of us 
with a need for speed kept 
pushing the pedal to the 
metal. 

Rising fuel costs are also 
likely to have a negative ef¬ 
fect on the city’s revenues. 
Our mayor opined that per¬ 
haps the city’s vehicles 
should be converted to nat¬ 
ural gas. I guess he was un¬ 
aware that natural gas 
prices are at historical lows 
and the market has been 
glutted for the past few 
years. But keep in mind 
that this is the same city 
that decided to do away 
with our trolley buses as — 
wait for it — a cost-saving 
measure and to replace 
them with — wait for it — 
diesel buses. Current fuel prices show that some really 
good thinking went into that decision. 

Another source of city revenue is parking tickets. Me¬ 
ter prices are going up, and we will have the pleasure of 
paying more for on-the-street parking than New Yorkers. 
When asked if that was likely to have a negative impact 
on downtown revitalization, one of the many 
mouthpieces employed by the city indicated that he did¬ 
n’t think so and that people could ride bikes or take the 
bus if they were unwilling to pay higher parking fees.

The perennial house¬ 
hold nuisance actually 
purifies the air by 
neutralizing ozone that 
can harm our lungs. 

Dust can do this 
because one of its major 
components is human 
skin — which contains 
the ozone-eliminating 
component squalene.

Okkervil River has made its 
name on literate, orchestral 
indie-rock, a creative con¬ 
coction that has proven to 
be extremely successful for 
other bands over the past 
year. 

However, as they’ve 
watched their peers sky¬ 
rocket to the top of the 
charts, the cerebral Texas 
outfit has yet to find a large 
audience, and the band’s 
singer-songwriter Will 
Sheff says he’s not necessar¬ 
ily expecting a conunercial 
breakthrough with the 
group’s newly released 
sixth record, I Am Veiy Far. 

“This is something peo¬ 
ple say all the time,” Sheff, 
34, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. “As we went 
through our almost 15 
years of being a band, we 
would watch bands like the 
Decemberists and the Ar¬ 
cade Fire kind of be this 
tiny little band ... that 
would suddenly be five bil¬ 
lion times bigger than us 
months later.

Jan van Franeker spends 
his day examining the 
stomachs of dead seabirds. 
He doesn’t see many small 
fish there. Instead he finds 
plastic — and in large 
amounts. 

“Birds have an average 
of 0.3 grams of plastic in¬ 
side their stomachs,” van 
Franeker explains. 

“That may not sound a 
lot, but if you translate 
that into human terms, it’s 
like having a lunch box 
full of plastic inside your 
gut.” 

Franeker, a marine biol¬ 
ogist at Holland’s Institute 
for Marine Resources and 
Ecosystem Studies, special¬ 
izes in the Northern ful¬ 
mar, a seabird found in the 
North Atlantic. 

The fulmars are not 
alone in eating plastic. Oth¬ 
er birds, dolphins and seals 
encounter plastics in their 
feeding areas and mistake 
it for food. Even whales 
have been discovered with 
stomachs full of plastic 
bags. 

They’ve been munching 
plastic since the material 
began littering our oceans 
some 50 years ago. Even to¬ 
day, ships off the coasts of 
developed countries contin¬ 
ue to dump their waste into 
oceans. 

Eveiy year, 20,000 tons 
of waste is dumped in the 
North Sea alone. 

When RW Hemy ana¬ 
lyzes the stomachs of dead 
albatrosses, he finds all

sorts of things, from tooth¬ 
brushes to plastic skulls. 

Once he even discovered 
a plastic Buddha. 

“Albatrosses take their 
food from the ocean sur¬ 
face,” explains the scientist 
from University of Califor¬ 
nia, Santa Cruz. 

“They eat dead fish that 


has fioated up, and plastics 
don’t look that different. 
Sometimes the plastic rup¬ 
tures their stomach, but 
many birds also die be¬ 
cause they’ve eaten so 
much plastics that there’s 
no space for food.” 

Biologists face a re¬ 
search challenge as marine 


animals are always mobile. 

“How many animals af¬ 
fected by trash is a prob¬ 
lem that we’re just 
starting to quantify,” Hen¬ 
ry says. 

Between 1999 and 2008, 
plastic rubbish in the 
world’s oceans increased 
by 700 per cent.

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Impact lost in lectures: Experts 

O Education leaders meet at the University of B.C. to explore new ways of keeping students longing to learn 


Physics instructors should 
get away from university 
lectures and instead en¬ 
gage students with an ap¬ 
proach that involves 
clicker response questions, 
small group tasks and class 
discussion, says Nobel 
prize winner Carl Wieman. 

And to do otherwise is 
“bad teaching,” he says. 

Wieman and colleagues 
at the University of British 
Columbia compared the 
standard lecture format for 
classes of 200-plus students 
with the experimental “de¬ 
liberate practice” approach 
for a week on two large 
sections of an introductory 
undergraduate physics 
course. 

Students in both groups 
covered the same material 
during Week 12 of the

► Jason Harlow, a senior lec¬ 
turer in the physics depart¬ 
ment at the University of 
Toronto, said many of the

The lecture course was 
led by a highly rated 
charismatic faculty mem¬ 
ber, but the experimental 
course for the week was 
led by Louis Deslauriers, a 


trained but inexperienced 
postdoctoral student, as¬ 
sisted by Ellen Schelew - 
both co-authors of the 
study. 

V\^en asked if the ap¬ 
proach should be used in 
high school and other uni¬ 
versity-level science class¬ 


es, Wieman said the meth¬ 
ods should be used every¬ 
where. 

“This is clearly more ef¬ 
fective learning. Everybody 
should be doing it. It 
should be wholesale trans¬ 
formation,” he said. 

“You’re practising bad 
teaching if you’re not do¬ 
ing this. That’s what the 
data says. It’s high time 
everybody changed.” 

Wieman won the 2001 
Nobel Prize in Physics for 
the creation of a new form 
of matter, and is currently 
on leave from positions at 
UBC’s Vancouver campus 
and the University of Col¬ 
orado. He’s working for the 
Obama administration as 
associate director for sci¬ 
ence in the White House 
Office of Science and Tech¬ 
nology Policy.

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Student scientists shine in national contest 



The discoveiy of a drug 
cocktail that might have 
potential some day to help 
patients with cystic fibrosis 
(CF) took first place last 
Tuesday at a national sci¬ 
ence contest, and a method 
of making vegan sorbet was 
the runner-up.

The students are driven 
by curiosity and “we know 
the future of Canada is in

Minnesota hockey fans 
planned a memorial for 
Derek Boogaard last night 
to honour the former NHL 
tough guy who was found 
dead in his apartment last 
week, five months after a 
season-ending concussion 
that left his family won¬ 
dering if his career as an 
enforcer had damaged his 
brain. 

Boogaard’s agent and a 
spokeswoman for the 
Boston University School 
of Medicine confirmed 
yesterday that the family 
of the 28-year-old forward 
agreed to donate his brain 


to researchers who will 
look for signs of a degen¬ 
erative disease often 
found in athletes who sus¬ 
tain repeated hits to the 
head. 

“It’s an amazing thing 
he did and his family did. 
Hopefully, that’ll bring 
some information,” agent 
Ron Salcer told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. “We don’t 
know exactly the impact 
that the concussions 
might have played.” 

Boogaard, who missed 
the last half of last season 
with the New York 
Rangers due to a concus¬ 


sion, was found dead in 
his Minneapolis apart¬ 
ment Friday. Police said 
there were no outward 
signs of trauma; results of 
an autopsy are expected 
to take several weeks. 

So far, the only indica¬ 
tion that Boogaard’s death 
might be related to con¬ 
cussions is the fact that 
his family signed papers 
to donate his brain to the 
BU Center for the Study of 
Traumatic Encephalopa¬ 
thy. The donation was 
first reported by the Star 
Tribune of Minneapolis.

2011 streak 


Novak Djokovic continued 
his recent mastery over 
top-ranked Rafael Nadal 
with a 6-4, 6-4 win in the 
Italian Open final 
yesterday that stretched 
the Serb’s unbeaten start 
to the year to 37 matches. 

The second-ranked 
Djokovic has beaten Nadal 
in all four finals they have 
played this year and 
defeated the Spaniard for 
the first time on clay in 
last week’s Madrid Open 
final. 

Djokovic is now the 
first player to beat Nadal 
on clay twice in the same 
year, a feat that comes ex¬ 
actly a week before the 
French Open starts. 

“I definitely am amazed 
with my pla34ng,” 

Djokovic said. “But there’s 
no time to enjoy it — I’ve 
got to get ready for Roland 
Garros.” 

Djokovic’s edge over 
Nadal could enable him to 
overtake his rival for the 
No. 1 ranking the week af¬ 
ter the French Open. 

“He’s doing amazing 
things. Eveiy match he’s 
very tough mentally and 
physically,” Nadal said. 
“I’m doing eveiything I 
can. I can’t ask myself any¬ 
more now. I’m doing very 
well but one player is do¬ 
ing better than me. I am 
waiting every week to try 
solutions, so let’s see.” 

Djokovic’s streak this 
year trails only John McEn¬ 
roe’s 42-0 start in 1984. 
Overall, Djokovic has won 
39 consecutive matches 
stretching back to Serbia’s 
Davis Cup triumph in De¬ 
cember, sixth best in the 
Open era, seven behind 
Guillermo Vilas’s record 
set in 1977.
